1, iDtraductioD 

As the Combatant Status Review Tribima! (CSRT) Decision Report indicates, the 
Tribunal has determined that this Detainee 15 properly classified as an enemy combatant 
because he is afSliated with forces associated with al Qaida and the Taliban that are 
engaged in hostilities against the United States and its coalition partners . In reaching its 
conclusions, the Tribiaial considered botli classified a«td unclassified information. The 
following is an account of the unclassified evidence considered by the Tribunal and other 
pertinent information. Classified evidence considered by the Tribunal is discussed in 
Enclosure (2) to the CSRT Decision Report* 

2< Synopsis of Proceedings 

The unclassified evidence presented to the Tribunal by the Recorder indicated that the 
Detainee, a citizen of China, is alleged to have traveled fi^ra China to Afghanistan via 
Kyrgyzstan and Pakistan to receive training at a military training camp in the Tora Bora 
mountains. The Detainee Hved at die Uighur training camp fit>m June to October 2001. 
The training camp was provided to the Uighers by the Taliban* The East Turkistan 
Islamic Movement (ETIM) operated facilities in the Tora Bora region of Afghanistan in 
which Uighur expalriates underwent small arms trainmg- Al Qaida and the Taliban 
allegedly funded these camps. ETIM is listed on the U.S. State I>epartment*s Terrorist 
Exclusion list While at the Uighur camp, the Detainee received training on the 
Kalashnikov rifle, handguns, and other weapons. Following the destruction of the 
trsuning camp by the United Stales bombing campaign, the Detainee traveled to a village 
in Pakistan where he was captured The Detainee chose to participate in the Tribunal 
process. He called no witnesses, requested no documents be produced, and made an 
unsworn verbal statement with the assistance of his assigned Personal Representative. 
The Detainee, in his verbal statement, admitted to some of ^e allegations in Exhibit R-1 , 
but also claimed that he was not an enemy combatant of the United States or its allies. 
He said that he participated in military training at a camp in Afghanistan that Uighur 
fighters were allowed to use. He claimed that the reason he sought this training was 
bemuse he wonted to train to fight the Chinese government someday in the fiiture, which 
is the true and only enemy of the Uighur people because they harshly oppress them in 
China. He claimed no knowledge of the East Turkistan Islamic Movement and denied 
being a member of it. He also denied knowing anything about al Qaida or the Taliban 
funding of the camp.

a* The Recorder offered Exhibits R-1 and R'2 into evidence during the 
unclassified portion of the proceeding. Exhibit R- 1 is the Unclassified Summary of 
Evidence- While this summary is helpful in that it provides a broad outline of wtiat the 
Tribunal can expect to see, it is not persuasive in thiat it provides oonclusory statements 
without supporting unclassified evidence. Exhibit R-2 provided no usable evidence. 
Accordingly, the Tribunal bad to look to classified exhibits for support of the 
Unclassified Summary of Evidence. 

b- Essentially the only unclassified evidence the Tribunal had to consider wa$ Ihe 
Detainee^ s unsworn testimony. A summarized transcript of the Detainee' s unsworn 
testimony is attached as CSRT Decision Report Enclosure (3). In sum, the Detainee 
admitted to some of tlie allegations in Exhibit R-1 ^ but also claimed that he was not an 
enemy combatant of the United States or its allies. He said that he participated in 
military training at a camp in Afghanistan thai Uighur fighters were allowed to use. He 
claimed that the reason he sought this training was because he wanted to train to fight the 
Chinese government someday in the future, which is the true and only enemy of the 
Uigh^lr people because ihey harshly oppress them in China. He claimed no knowledge 
of the East Turkistan Islamic Movement and denied being a member of it He also 
denied knowing anything about al Qaida or the Taliban funding of the camp* 

The Tribunal also relied on certain classified evidence in reaching its decision. A 
discussion of the classified evidence is found in Enclosure (2) to the Combatant Status 
Review Tribunal Decision Report.

c. The Detainee is properly classified as an enemy combatant because he is 
affiliated with forces associate with al Qaida and the Taliban that are engaged in 
hostilities against the United Sta^^ or its coalition partners,

He did not 
understand ff$e request for documents porthn^ The Tribunal President explained that 
it meanijfor exan^e^ passports or other documents the United States Government 
might be able to access/or the Detainee. 

The Detainee addressed each allegation in the Unclassified Summary of Evidence, with 
assistance from his Personal Representative. 

» 3<ft)l The l>etaiiiee h a citizen of China who traveled to Afghanistan^ via 
Kyrgyzslan and Pakistan^ to receive military training at a military training 
camp in the Tora Bora moniitains. 

Personal Representative: Yes^ I did not have any desire to get military tt'aming* I 
was a businessman and my goal was to go sojnewhere else to do my business 
until my country became independent, Theju 1 would return to my country. 

Detainee: You are sayir^ I'm Taliban, but Fni thirty y eai^ old. In 1 992 and 
1993, 1 was in school After that, I started my business with animal skins. In 
Turkistan, I wasn't involved in politics; I was just trying to do my business* 

My business wasn^t good, so I decided to go to another country to do my 
business. When my country is independent, I will go back to my country. 

I was in school in 1 989 when 1 heard the Russians retreated from Afghanistan, but 
I hadn't heard anything about Afghanistan and what was going on there. I had 
nothing to do with the Taliban, I have no association with the Taliban, 

You also said I was a Chinese citizen and traveled to Afghanistan through 
Kyrgyzstan and Pakistan, That's true. Many people travel and they can travel 
either by air, sea or ground. That's the only way people can travel 

You also s^d 1 went to Afghanistan for tiaitiing^ but I did not. It's true that I went 
to Afghanistan, but before I left my comitry I had no desire to go to Afghanistan. 
My goal was to go to some other country to do my business and return to my 
country when it is independent. 

The reason I went to Afghanistan was because other Uighur people abroad told 
me there Was a place in Afghanistan to train to try to fight back against the 
Chinese govermnent They said that in the future, if any fighting were to go on, it 
would be helpful to me to go and get the training.

I'd 
like to tell you that the Afghani people and the Uighurs have had a relationship 
since the 1920's, 1930'$, etc. The Uighurs and the Afghani people have a good 
relationship with each other* 

It doesn't matter >?^diich government it was. They' ve been associated with each 
other for the independence of Turkistan, For example, in the 1920 's and 1 930's, 
the Afghani people went to Turkistan to get training on how to use weapoiis. 
During Ihat time, the British were in India and in Ttirkistan. Theare was an Islamic 
goveiimient and they had a relationship with the Afghanis and the British, When 
the communists came to East Turkistan, the Uighur people went to Afghanistan 
and got some training. 

In the Russian time, I didn't know much, but I read a stoty by the author Mahine 
(phonetic) about the Uighurs, The author says that the story has been changed. 
The TurkJstani people^s fight is only against the Chinese government 

In tlte Taliban's time, they just gave a place for the Uighur people. The place we 
stayed had trees around it. We didnH $tep into the other people' s property* We 
just stayed where we were. 

I just explained a little bit about the relationship between the Uighurs and the 
Afghan government. It doesn't matter which government it is, the Uighurs and 
the Afghan government has had a relationship for all those years* 

If it wasn't Afghanistan, if it had been Germany or India^ the Uighurs will go 
there. Whoever gives us a place, we will go there. 

Additionally, the place given to Uighurs doesn't mean it was only given to me. 
I'm not the President for the Uighurs. When 1 got there, it was already there*

When I was in my country, I didn^tknow how to read the Koran and I had no 
knowledge aboxit it When I came to the [Uighur] camp, I statted to leam how Jo 
read the Koran and how to pray and ! learned all the rules. I didn^t have a 
translated Koran. I donH think this is m Islamic Movement, 

You might believe me or.not You've been here all this time. We [Uighurs] are 
still learning how to read the Koran here [Giaantanamo Bay, Cuba]. 

You said it [the Uigjiur Camp] was funded by the Taliban or Al Qaeda, but I don't 
liave any idea who provided financially for the camp* You*re saying it's a camp» 
but it^s not like what we see on T.V, or like your military training camp. It*s just 
a small place. It^s not a straight [level] field. It's angled in the mountains with 
dirt and dust all over the place, 

» 3(a)5 ETIM is listed on the state departments terrorist exclusion list 

Personal Representative: I did not know ETIM was on this list This is the first 
time Tvc known about this. We have no relationships with terrorist people* 

Detainee; It says that the Eastern Turkistan Islamic Movement is on. the State 
Department's terrorist list but have you ever heard of any Uighur people in 
Afghanistan or around the world doing any terrorist acts? Or of killing 
Ameticajos, Gennans or British people? Have you ever heard of anjrthiag like 
that?

We are just simple people. You have seen me and we are just simple, normal 
people. We're not special or different and we're not terrorists. That's \A^y it's 
not right to call us terrorists.

Q: While you've been at the camp [Guantanamo Bay, Cuba], has the delegation from 
China come to visit you? 

At Yes, They came aiid talked to us, 

Q: Can you tell us briefly how that ^ve^t?

A: Yes. During that time, delegations fom many countries came. We also asked 

other Detainees how the delegates treated them. The other Detainees said fhey 

were treated well, but it was opposite for iis> There were two Uighurs and one 

Chinese [delegate]. They treated us really bad, I didn^t talk to &em that much. I 

said maybe one or two words* Other Uighurs did the same as welL 

They asked if I wanted a drink of water. My miswer was that I have enough water 
in my cell and I don*t need a drink of water right now. The Chinese person, in 
Chinese^ said *^'washing water," 

TTiey asked if I missed my family, and my answer was "yes, but what am I going 
to do if I miss my family?" Tm in prison. The Delegate said that if I wanted to 
go back to my countryj he would go back and get the higher General ^o talk about 
it The General speaks Chinese and he works at the American Embassy in China. 

I refused to see the General they mentioned. The Delegate asked where I went in 
Afghanistan and I told him Jalalabad and then after that, I didn't say a won!. 

The delegates asked me if they could take my picture. I told them that America 
had my picture and they could give him one, I don't know if he took a picture or 
not. 

They talked to me a second time and told me I had to talk* They said if I talked 
they would help me get back to my country and provide more comfort for me. 
They also told us that the U.S. government requested they came over because the 
U*S> government couldnH handle the Uighur people issues, so they were supposed 
to come solve our issues. They were representatives of the Commimist Party in 
China. 

They also said that I requested political asylum, but now the u*ole world knows 
we^re teirorists and no country in the world will give us political asylum and that 
our only chance would be to go back to o\ir country. If I refused to go back to my 
home country, then Fd go to military court and I would be sentenced and in 
prison for a long lime. 
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They asked the other Uighiir detainees if they want a drink and the other 
Detainees said they were fasting. The delegates acted surprised that tl>ey were fed 

loo early in the morning. 

That's the conversation I had with the Chinese delegation, but some other Uighurs 
had conversations with bad, dirty language. So, we were told that when we go 
back to the country, we^d be killed or sentenced to prison for a long time. 

Q; If you were to be released, where would you want to go and what would you want 
todo? 

A: llie first thing, wherever I go, I'd love to get married first Then I will look 
around to try to live my life and make money. 

Q: Da you have femily at home? 

A: 1 never married. 

Q: Brothers or sisters? 

A: Yes, 

Q : Do you correspond by mail^ back and forth? 

A; No. Since Tve been in prison I've had no communication by mail They don't 
know where I am. They think I'm still doing business somewhere, 

Q; You mentioned that the reason you left your country was for business reasons. 

A: Yes, the reason was for my business and also to live a better life^ 

Q; I thought you left your country to go somewhere else to start your business. Later 
on, when you were talkii^ to another member of the panel, you said you traveled 
with other Uighuis. 

A: When I went to Pakistan from Kyrgyzstan, I was with another Uighur- 

Q; Okay, so when you started, you were by yourself and then*. , 

A; We were three Uighurs together. 

Q: When you left home? 

A: Yes. 
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Q: Were they business partners, or did they want to go get trained? 

A: We never heard about the training. We were individxml people doing business. 

Tribunal President; Thank you for your testimony. Do you have any clher infonnation 
you would like tc m^ike known to this Tribunal today? 

Detainee: [ want to say tliat Tve been here for three years and youVe probably 
investigated all things in my background, what I did, who I am, what involvements I've 
had in the past. If not* I want you to investigate and check all of my background. Which 
school I went to, who my fiiends were and what I did exactly in the past I want you to 
investigate all of ihi s. 

Tribunal President: As we make our determination, we will look at all infonnation we 
have available, as well as the statement weNe heard from you today.

(Secretary of state, attorney general collaborate on designations) (1660) 

The Terrorist Exclusion List (TEL) was created by the USA Patriot Act of 2001, 
according to a State Department fact sheet released May 21 by the OffkA of 
Counterterrorism. 

TTie secretaty of state, in consultation with the attorney general, has the 
authority to identify terrorist groups that may be excluded from Immigrating to 
tiie United States or who may be asked to leave the country. Itiis could Include 
any groups that have planned or canled out terrorism, have indted others to do 
so, or have provided any kind of material support:. 

The purpose of designating terrorist groups, says the fact sheet;, Is to deter 
financial aid to them, heighten public awareness of them, alert other 
governments to U.S. concerns about them, and stigmatize and Isolate them. 

Ten new groups were added to the TIL on April 29, 

The names of new designees are published routinely In the Federal Register.

FACT SHEET 

Terrorist Exclusion List 

Section 411 of the USA Patriot Act of 2001 (8 U.S,C. § 1182) authorized the 
Secretary of State, in consultation with or upon the request of the Attorney 
General, to designate terrorist organizations for immigration pur^wses. This 
authority is known as the Terrorist Exclusion List (TEL) authority. A TEL 
designatiw bol^rs homeland security efforts by facilitating the U.S. 
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govemrtientfs ability to exclude aliens associated with entities on the TBI from 
entering the United States. 

Designation Criteria 

An organization can be placed on the TEL If the Secretaty of State finds tihat the 
organization: 

- connnr^its or incites to commit, under circumstances indicating an intention to 
cause death or serious bodiiy injury^ a terrorist acHvity; 

- prepares or plans a terrorist acHvity; 

-- gathers information on potential targets for terrorist activity; or 

- provides material support: to ftirther terrorist activity. 

Under the statute, terrorist activity means any activity that Is unlawful under U*S, 
law or the laws of the place where it was committed and involves: hijacldng or 
sabotage of an aircraft, vessel vehicle or other ranveyance; hostage taking; a 
violent attacic on an Internationaliy protected person; assa^ination; or the use of 
any biological agent chemical agent, nuclear weapon or device, or explosive, 
firearm, or other weapon or dangerous device (other than for mere personal 
monetary gain), with Intent to endanger, directly or Indirectly, the safety of one 
or more individuals or to cause substantial damage to property. The definition 
also captures any threat, attempt^ or conspiracy to do any of tiiese activities* 

Designation Process 

The Secretary of State is authorized to designate groups as TEL organizations in 
consultation with, or upon the request of the Attorney General* Once an 
organization of concern is Identified, or a request is received from the Attorney 
General to designate a particular organization, the State Department works 
closely with the Department of Justice and tfie Intelligence community to prepare 
a detailed administrative record, which is a compilation of informatior>, typically 
inciuding both classified and open-sources Information, demonsb^tlng that the 
statutory criteria for designation have been satisfied. Once completed, the 
adminisbBtive record is sent to the Secretar/ of State, who decides whether to 
designate the organization. Notices of designations are published In the Federal 
Register, 

Effects of Designation 



Legal Ramifications 
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Individual aliens providing support to or associated with TEL-deslgnated 
organizations may be found inadmissible to tlie United States, i,e,, such aliens 
may be prevented from entering ttie United States or, if already in U.S. territory, 
may in certain circumstances be deported. Examples of activity that may render 
an alien inadmissible as a result of an organization's TEL designation include: 

-- membership In a TEL-designated organization; 

- use of the alien's position of prominence within any counljy to persuade 
others to support an organization on the TEL list; 

- solicitation of funds or other things of value for an organization on the TIL list; 

~ solicitation of any Individual for membeisliip in an organizatkm on the TB. 1^; 
and 

- a)[nmission of an act tliat ttie alien Knows, or reasonably siiould have icnown, 
affords material support, including a safe house, transporlation, communications, 
funds, transfer of funds or otiier material for ftnancial benefit, false 
documentation or identification, weapons (including chemical, biological, or 
radiological weapons), explosives, or training to an organtzat^n on the TEL list. 

(It should be rwted that individual aliens may also found inadmissible wi the 
basis of other types of terrorist activity unrelated to TEL-designated 
organizations; see 8 U,S.C §1182(a)(3)(B).)
